a speech at St. Paul that drew a nation-wide fire toward his head. 
It was perhaps the bitterest campaign that has ever been direct- 
ed at one man in the history of this country.

Immediately, at the instance of the Minnesota Public Safe- 


ty Commission, charges of disloyalty were filed against the sen- 
ator in the United States senate. The matter was introduced 
into the senate by Senator Kellogg of Minnesota and referred by 
that body to the committee on privileges and elections. That 
committee referred the matter to a subcommittee. 


The subcommittee has had the resolntion in hand for the 


past year.

It is with the continued failure of the duly constituted au- 


thorities to act that we are concerned with in this editorial: 


Why this delay? Why this continued postponement? 
Senator La Follette is either loyal or disloyal. He is either 


guilty or not guilty of the charges that have been filed against 
him. 


If he is disloyal he should be expelled from the senate and 


submitted to the same course of conduct that other men convict- 
ed of being disloyal are subjected to. 


If he is loyal he should be entitled to a vindication and the 


continued cloud that is hung over his name by the senate charges 
'should be removed. 


No man who calls himself a good American can deny but 


what that is the fair and just way of dealing with the matter.

They contend that it was a well mapped out 
campaign on the part of privilege and wealth to use the oppor- 
tunities afforded by the passions and prejudices of war to smash 
and break the most feared man in the U. S. senate.' They con- 
tend further that privilege and wealth, owning and 'directing 
the press of the country, was able to use this tremendous weapon 
to bring about their purpose. 


Be that as it may,—there is one thing that we are very cer- 


tain of. The manner in which this matter has been allowed to 
drag is aboslutely indefensible from the standpoint of justice 
and decency.

Recollections of Madison Woman Who Recalls Fremont 


Campaign of 1856—No Y.;M. C. A. to Help Soldiers 
Then—-Boys-at University .Took .Active Part—Story" of 
Madison's Efforts to Back up Union. 


By MRS. LATKROP E. SMITH 


(From Wisconsin Magazine of History) 


I 


HAVE -been requested to -relate 
my recollections of some of the 
events of the days of the Civil 


War and am glad to comply -with this 
request. 
My story is not like the 


o'ne you will find in the histories of 
the war written by real historians, 
but is a record of events, trivial per- 
haps to others, but of great interest 
to a schoolgirl of those days and 
•vritten from a schoolgirl's point of 
view. 


The first presidential campaign in 


which I had any interest, really the 
first one I remember, was that of 
185G when the new Republican party 
nominated John C. Fremont as their 
candidate. 
There was great enthu- 


siasm all through the North and Re- 
publican clubs were organized in 
every city, village and hamlet. 
In 


our neighborhood of Windsor, twelve 
miles north of Madison, such a club. 
was organized in .which' my brother, 
Clement E. WarrLer arid.' his friend, 
Herbert A. Lewis (who afterward 
became my husband) took great in- 
terest. 
Herbert "was secretary of 


the club, and although the boys were 
not yet 21, they attended every meet- 
inc of the club and were quite as 
much concerned about its success as 
if they had been old 'enough to vote. 
I heard many of their ,discussions in 
our home and was very anxious to 
.have Fremont elected;.<president. 
A 


great many political meetings were 
held and we' all sang songs and hur- 
rahed for Fremont. 
One song be- 


gan: 
"A mighty army march we forth"" '' 


With Fremont in the van," 


and the chorus ended with: 
"Our watchword Jessie 'and the right

Miller at Token Creek, Herbert 
Lewis in the Clements neighborhood, 
Samuel :Powell in Sun Prairie, -WiD- 
ard Chandler in the Carpenter neigh- 
borhood, and Clement Warner in the 
Hundred Mile Grove.

invited many of the Madison educa-

I 
received a very fine letter from

so lonesome we wanted to do 
something and when that sug- - 
gestion was made we at once 
adopted it.

Thus began our writing to the sol- 


dier boys, .which continued for the 
next four years, and many events of 
interest we learned .. a"bout in the 
letters which came from our soldier 
friends. The' girls in those days 
•were patriots and were anxious to do 
all they could for the boys in the 
Army who were their, friends and 
many of them wrote to a number and 
had to l)e very careful to put the 
letters in the right envelopes, for 
there were some instances of mis- 
placed letters which: caused sad ter- 
minations of former -pleasant, re- 
lationships. So the girls learned to 
be very careful. 
• ' 


Those boys . were -members of 


the Athenian Literary -Society 
of the' University and when they 
went to war their society re- 
garded them as heroes 
and 


wanted their pictures to hang 
on their walls. Since they had 
no uniforms at that time, they 
borrowed some in which to have 
their pictures'taken; later they . 
learned to their chagrin that the 
uniforms they 
had borrowed 


were officer's uniforms whereas 


•they were privates. However, 
time soon 'correct«id the error, 
for after their original three 
months' enlistment had expired 


. they went back into the Army 


as officers in other regiments, 
after which their pictures in of- 
ficer's uniforms were no longer 
out-of place.

1 Here I must tell of an incident 
wfiich happened twenty-five .years 
after the war. E. G. Miller, one ot 
the First Regiment boys and after- 
ward until the end of the war cap- 
tain in the Twentieth Regiment, lived 
in Waterloo, Iowa, and his son, Ned 
Miller, ca.nie to the University and 
lived in my home while there. One 
day he -came home very much ex- 
cited saying that he had been to the 
'rooms of the Athenaen Society, of 
which his father was a member in 
1361, and tried to fir.d the pprtarits 


\ijf those boys about which his fath- 


ar had told him. After -a 
vain 


search the janitor showed him where 
•those pictures had been placed bjr 
the later Athenaen:i—out . on 
the 


.rubbish pile. This revelation made 
him exceedingly angry. • 
:'' lit the early days • of the '• war, 


;many patriotic meetings were- held 
!and every, effort was made to- in- 
duce young men to enlist. They 
were urged and coaxed and per- 
suaded and driven Knd ridiculed if 
:they wouldn't goj. Bounties were 
offered, cows and many other things 
besides, as well as 'good money, if 
the boys would only go—go and en- 
list, CO' at once. The "Star Span- 
gled Banner" and "America" became 
as familiar to the- young people of 
the Nation as their - A, B, C's and 
we sang many, song:; from our pat- 
riotic songbook, "The; Bugle Call." 
• The women, too, were doing their 
.part. Societies were organized for 
preparing articles for the Sanitary 
.Commission and in every place the 
women met to scrape lint, roll- ban- 
dages, make' needlebooks, and knit 
socks and all the. other necessary 
things for the soldiers. Marie Min- 
er wrote me from Rockford Semin- 
ary that every Seminary girl spent 
all her spare time knitting. No- 
where could'a girl be found who was 
not knitting away'furiously on a 
blue sock for some soldier. I re- 
member yell one. ride Mrs. W. H. 


nard, Professor Pickard and others? 
and:-had a.; .very interesting time. 
Most of these'.teachers were univer- 
sity students and afterward served 
in the'Civil War—Kemick,' Millet 
and Powell from the' beginning to the 
end.

Calls on University. 


. All over the country, the work of 
enlistment went on and' in the Uni- 
yersity the classes steadily decreas- 
ed in numbers.. By 1863, the regenid 
began to fear that the University 
would soon be left' with only 'the 
buildings and the faculty. 
So they, 


decided if the young men were all 
going to war, they would admit the 
youn.21 women of- the state to a Nor- 
mal Department. 
It might help. 


the girls and at-the same, time keep 
the -faculty busy. Both objects were 
accomplished when, the girls came 
in the spring of 13631 The newcom- 
ers were quite surprised when they 
entered the University to find that 
the men students who still remain- 
ed felt humiliated, over the presence 
of 'girls in the University and that' 
some of the professors, even, did" not 
entirely approve of the new plan. 
Most of the faculty, ''however and 
especially Profcssor''Moody' of our 
Normal Department did everything 
in theii power to make it pleasant 
'or the girls, of whom I was one. 
ITha .boys roomed in North Hall, the 
girls' in South Hall. Although our 
paths crossed as we went to . our 
chapel exercises and recitations in 
the north .-end-of the main building 
imd the boys went to theirs in the 
south end cf the same building, they 
did not recognize our presence and 
we were just'-as oblivibus'-of .theirs. 
Not until February; 1864,''after our 
first- Castalian exhibition,' did the 
young men and young women ever 
meet socially.

! That cvening^we acted "The 'Great 
Rebell)on" and invited the" faculty 
•md-students to attend; "They-came. 
We had' a*Goddess of Liberty and 


each state .was represented by one 
of our number.! Sonth Carolina se-. 
ceded and ether southern states f ol- 
Idwed. New York and Massachu- 
setts and; other-northern-.states re- 
monstratcdvand after,, much, consul-. 
tation.-'argvcnent and compulsion the 
seceding'-stales 'all came back, the 
:Union was-preserved and the Star 
Spangled Banner waved in triumph 
ver a united nation. The Castalians 
thus accomplished in one evening 
what'took the United States four 
years and .a vast sacrifice of money 
and' human life to .do. That night 
Mrs Sterling invited-the girls-of 
the Castajian; Society, and the senior 
and junior classes''of young men in' 
the University to come to her par- 
lors for a social time. We went and 
had a pleasant time. 


Women at TJnivcrtlty. 


;When, a few months later, the 


senior class (all but one) enlisted 
in the'Fortieth Regiment, the prin- 
cipal of our , Normal Department 
went as the captain of their con-.- 
pany. 
The boys .came up 
from 


Camp Randall and spent their last 
evening with the girls, and we gave 
them, the needlebooks we had made 
and' told them how glad we were 
they were going and hoped1 they 
would all return, none the worse lor 
their hundred days' service to their 
country. I understand they toys 
and girls of Wisconsin have beer, on 
friendly terms from that day to this. 


We had exciting times in'the uni- 


versity that spring of 1SG4—so many 
of the boys besides the senior class 
enlisted and so many outside the 
University. One night at the sup- 
per-table Professor Allen said ^to 
me: "We have some new recruits 
from your town today. 


•When I asked, "Who?" he.replied, 


"S. H. Sabin, Sylvester Raymond, 
James Swain and Herbert Lewis." 


'"Oh," I said, "you've spoiled our 


choir. They all, except Sylvester 
Raymond, have been singing in our 
choir ever since the church was 
built." 


•Mr. Sabin was chosen first lieu- 


tenant of the company and was a 
very efficient and popular officer. 


•There were no commencement ex- 
•rcises at the University, that year, 
ns the senior class was in the army. 
They, however, received their di- 
plomas just the same.' 


•It was that same year, 1864, that 


my brother's regiment, the Thirty- 
Sixth, under command of Colonel 
Frank Haskell, was in Camp P.andall 
for a short time and then wont-to 
the front. My brother was' captain 
of Company B. I remember when 
we were watching the -regiment file 
out of Camp Randall to take the 
cars how a man looking on said: 
"Pretty green troops, pretty green 
troops" to send to the front." I can 
still recollect my feeling of indigna- 
tion that he who was staying at 
home should criticize those going to 
fight'for him: 


Active in Service. 


Colonel Haskell had proved him- 


self a brave officer' before he be- 
came colonel -of--the Thirty-Sixth 
and he was very ambitions • for his 
regiment. They were quickly put 
into active service and the following 
letter, written by "my ."brother des- 
cribes his first experience as a fight- 
er. 
Sunday, June 5-64 


Gaines Farm,8 miles from Richmond 
Friend Herbert: 


Sabbath afternoon, and as I have 


some leisure, I will improve it by 
writing to you. I don't remember 
whether I have written before or 
not, but I wish- to say you 
hear from me or not. I am .sitting 
on a haversack behind a breastwork 
writing on a cracker box with .the 
bullets whistling over my head con- 
taining the compliments of the Rebs 
-who are lying; about thirty rods, in 
front of us'. We .came here day-be- 
fore yesterday. ,- We;" .were pressing 
up to the enemy's works. Colonel Mc- 
Hean commanding the brigade. He 
.got detached from the command with. 
a few men and was killed. The com- 
mand then devolved upon Col Has- 
kell. He had just ordered tile men 
to lie down,, and was standing him- 
self -when he was shot through the 
head by a. rebel sharpshooter. He 
fell-unconscious and was carried to 
the.rear, lived about an hour. Lieut. 
Atwell was'wounded about the same 
time. A few minutes after Lieui. 
Lamberton, who was in command of 
Co.. P. was placing some rails for 
a breastwork when he was shot dead. 
Col. Porter of the 8th New York 
was killed about the same time eigh. 
ty rods on our kfi; 
I loc-t four wen 


slightly wounded the same day but 
taken together the day was a play 
day to me compared with the 1st of 
June. On that day we were at a 
place called [Turner's Farm. About 
five, o'clock, four companies on the 
right" of our regiment were detach- 
ed and taken forward to charge the 
rebel works. ''We were deployed in 
a single line. Were supported on 
the: right by the 7th Michigan, an 
excellent regiment, and on the left 
by 'tne 42nd of New York. Maj. 
Hooper was in command of the line 
and I of our four companies. Cap- 
tains . Weeks, Lindly, Newton and 
Burwell of the companies respective-^ 
ly. At a certain signal we were 
Co charge across an open field about 
fifty rods through soft sand and car- 
ry -if -possible .the -rebel works.'. 


At the^ si.tjnal, our men and the 


7,th. Michigan started. We were met 
with a .jrfect storm of balls. The 
New York regiment did .not'•starfa't 
all, .the 'Michigan retreated iri a -few; 
minutes: 
Our :mc'n charged right 


across the field up to and some of 
them over the works. They were 
met by shot canister and musketry 
and four rebs to our one. We gave 
the order to retreat, but.-the men 
moved on into the very jaws 
of 


death^—when they" broke" and every 
man took charge of himself.

I saw -it was hopeless, I made my 
way.-'to- -ihe..right where the woods 
.we're nearest. I would drop every 
Mme I thought they were going 'to 
fire the cannon artd then rise .and 
run &' few rods.'The first man I saw

Weeks. Capt. Burwell was shot and 
I: am afraid is lost.

was lost. I went into the charge 
with sixty men and came out with 
twenty..

Wounded in Battle. 


••' When the. result of this charge 
was reported to Colonel Haskell, he 
said: "I was ashamed of those vet- 
eran regiments. It is a soldiers 
duty to obey orders. It isn t pos- 
sible 'for them to understand the 
reason why. Your, company 
did 


right in crossing that open field and 
<=hould have been supported .by the 
Mic'.vXir. and New York regiments. 


After Colonel Basket's death and 


the wounding of Lieutenant Colonel 
Savage and Major Brown, my broth- 
er was in charge of the regiment, un- 
til in August he was wounded,.los- 
ing his left arm. Major Hamilton 
also was wounded at the same time, 
a ball passing through his nose and 
odrririj ur.ccr his cheek bone. They 
were wound 3d nt Deep Bottom and 
were soon aftsr sent to Armory 
Square Hospital in Washington, D. 
P 


Soon after this I received the fol- 


lowing latter:

Dear "Sisiter Sabra:. 
I cnme to the hospital on Mon- 
•dny and as I am in need of some 
nice little girl to wait on rue I 
have concluded to send for you. 
I am very comfortably situated 
here and have every care that 
a wounded soldier needs. Gov. 
Randall, Adj. Gen. Gaylord, 
Mrs. Scidmare and quite a num- 
ber of Wisconsin friends whom 
I was glad- to see have called 
on me. I expect Major Grant, 


. the paymaster here this after 
. noon to pay me. If he comes I 


will send you the moneyxto come 
•with. If not lather will furnish 
you the money, and I will repay 
him. You may have 
noticed 


that I have employed an aman- 
uensis as I am rather too weak 
.to write myself, but the Doc- 
tors say my wound is- doing 
well. 


When you get to the 
depot 


take the horse cars to Seventh 
street, then to Armory Square

will find your brother. You will

CLEMENT. 


The letter came just before, noon 


and in the afternoon father brought 
me to Madison and I left1 for Wash- 
ington that, night. ,Before taking 
the train,' I " called on Mrs.. David 
Atwood, who was a sister of Mrs. 
Scidmore with whom I was to board 
while in Washington, and she gave 
me a letter to Mrs. Scidmore. Soon 
after, I met Professor-Read of the 
University, to whom I had recited 
Mental Philosophy 
and

Economy the winter before,, and he 
inquired about my brother. When 
I told him • he had sent for me to 
come to him in Washington and" I 
vould go that night, he s.aid, ."But 
Miss Warner, who goes with you?" 


When I told him I was going a!o;i;> 


he seemed shocked. "Oh," he said, 
"I don't like to have you take this 
journey alone in these war times.. 
There is no telling what may befall 
yon." After thinking a moment, he 
added: "Now I want you to let me 
go and see the Governor and get a 
letter from him for- you. It may 
be just what you will need in some 
emergency and I shall feel 
safer 


you if I do it." 
Journey to Washington. • 


He soon returned with the letter, 


und armed with this and the one 
given'r.ie by Mrs. Atwood, I began 
my journey which proved to be a 
very pleasant one. I reached Wash- 
ington safe and sound " and Mrs. 
Scidmore received, me 
with :open 


arms saying: "I know all about 
you. I have been.to see your broth- 
er and am ready to receive you 
into; my home and' heart and 'be 
your mother while you are here." 


Her kindness and that of her sis- 


ter, Miss Sweeney, who was a clerk 
in the Treasury Department, I re- 
member with gratitude. 


After eating supper two of the 


Wisconsin gentlemen at Mrs. Scid- 
more's went to the hospital with me 
and we found my brother very im- 
patiently wondering why his sister 
didn't come. He said, he had been 
looking for me for two hours. He 
knew ~j'ust how long it would take, 
to conic from Madison to Washington 
and thought I was "two hours late, 
v.'hich was in fact the case, an ac- 
cident on the way having 
delayed 


the train just two hours. 


I spent the morning with him 


every day and a part-of the after- 
noon. - Mrs. 
Scidmore 
frequently 


sent nice things for horn and Major 
Hamilton to eat and I did many er- 
rands for them besides bringing- 
them reading matter and reading to 
them. In t-:e afternoons, .after I 
came home from the .hospital and 
Miss Sweeney was through with her 
day's work we, went to many,-places 
of interest in :md around Washing- 
ton. We went to Georgetown and 
Alexandria where we went into the 
church which President.Washington 
used to attend, and I sat, in- • his 
square box pew. In the cemetery 
by the church I saw for-.the .first 
time the slabs of marble placed flat 
on the graves and almost '. large 
enough to cover them to' mark the 
-resting place, of-those lying beneath. 
One peculiar inscription- told of 'the 
"beloved 9th wife who died in the 
irms of her disconsolate -husband." 
Some miscreant had evidently chang- 
ed a figure four to a' figure' rune, 
thinking, no doubt, if the loss of the 
fourth wife would make.the husband 
disconsolate, the loss of five more 
would make him. more so. . 


In the officers' ward where'my 


brother was, the ward mistress was 
a Miss Lowell (a. relative of James 
Russel-Lowell), of Boston. All the 
ward mistresses seemed to be very 
efficient and very interesting women 
and: some of them were very fine 
looking. There was one who, passed 
through our ward every day when 
she went to dinner, who received the 


undivided attention of every offi, 
in the ward as she passed throne? 
They began to examine their wateS; 
long before'dinner time to see i* ;. 
was time to get into position V^ 
they evidently meant to see her « 
long as possible. 


Many friends of the officers caa. 


to sit with them during the daj 
and others came to call and to vie/ 
One day a very nice, motherly-look.' 
ing woman came in and said s^j • 
wanted to see all the officers w>-0 
came from Wisconsin, and as sh* 
was introduced to each one she too'i 
his hand and said, "I am from Wis.
